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Mayoral candidates discuss the future

For perhaps the final time, city voters 
will elect a mayor for East Jordan, Tues., 
Nov. 8. 

If the proposed new city charter is 
approved by voters in 1995, mayoral 
election will move into the hands of the 
seven-member city commission, which 
in tun is elected in a general city vote. 

Under the proposed charter, the mayor 
is elected annually by the commission 
from among themselves. To be eligible, 
the candidate must have served at least 
one council term. The duties of the 
mayor remain generally the same. 

Whether present mayor Russell Peck, 
orhis opponent Michael Burrare elected 
next Tuesday, one of the mayor’s jobs 
in 1995 will be to help guide the transi- 
tion government, if the new charter 
should be approved. 

Incumbent Peck is seeking a seventh 
term as mayor. A native of East Jordan, 
Peck is active in a number of civic 
organizations, and is serving as presi- 
dent of the East Jordan Jaycees this 
year. He is employed at East Jordan 
Plastics.

Peck believes that major changes are 
in store for the community, and he 
wants to continue being involved in 
them. 

“I want to make sure we get this 
downtown development going, “ he 
said. “I’m very eager to see the dream 
of getting the new charter in place come 
true.” He supports plans that continue 
to encourage new businesses in the 
area. — 

“After all, we’re the fastest growing

town in Michigan,” he noted. 

As mayor, Peck most enjoys han- 
dling public relations and meeting 
people.

2 tbsp. grated Parmesan cheese 

I tbsp. finely chopped toasted pine nuts 

2 tbsp. margarine or butter, melted 


Filling: 

2 8-0z. packages cream cheese, softened 

I c. sour cream 

1/2 c. grated Parmesan cheese 

3 eggs 

1/4 c. finely chopped toasted pine nuts 

3 tbsp. chopped fresh basil or 3/4 tsp. dried basil 

2 tbsp. sliced green onion 

1/2 tsp. garlic powder 

1/4 tsp. white pepper 

1/4 tsp. salt 

1 2-oz. jar of diced pimento, drained 

Heat oven to 375°. Lightly grease a 9-in. springform 
pan. In a small bowl] combine all crust ingredients, 
mix well. Press in bottom of greased pan. 

In a large bowl, beat cream cheese until smooth. 
Gradually beat in sour cream and 1/2 c. Parmesan 
cheese. At low speed beat in eggs one at a time, 
blending just until smooth. Stir in remaining ingredi- 
ents until well combined. Pour into crust-lined pan. 

Bake at 375° for 30-40 minutes or until set. Cool on 
wire rack. Refrigerate at least three hours, or up to two 
days.

That’s why she would be distressed by current 
conditions. During the last decade, state parks have 
seen drastic cuts in funding, forcing reductions in 
staff, maintenance, security and services. 

A particular problem has been the diverting of 
money from the Natural Resources Trust Fund. The 
NRTF is made up of oil and gas revenues from state 
land. It provides funds for the purchase of recreational 
or environmentally sensitive lands. But since 1984, 
$220 million has been diverted from the NRTF for 
projects unrelated to natural resources. 

Proposal P would end all diversions and keep oi] 
and gas revenues for natural resources. This will 
mean additional revenues for the acquisition and 
development of recreational lands and facilities in 
Michigan. 

Securing this money is an investment in our future 
that will increase the quality of life in Michigan. It will 
help us maintain an affordable state parks system that 
provides outdoor recreation to 22 million visitors 
annually and generates an estimated $260 million for 
the tourism economy. 

We also ensure a place for future generations to 
explore our rich natural heritage. Genevieve Gillette 
and other advocates spent their lives building a legacy 
that we must guard carefully.

Years ago, when Echo Township resident Wilma 
Zoulek’s children were still home, she, like many 
mothers, read them all of the “Little House” books by 
Laura Ingalls Wilder. 

Wilma recalls that after they had completed the 
series, they all wondered about Laura’s adult life. Of 
course in those days, they didn’t have the advantage 
of watching “Laura” grow up on the long running TV 
series. 

Wilma wrote to the real Laura in Mansfield, Mo., 
where she spent the last 63 years of her long life. In her 
letter, Wilma mentioned the upcoming birthday of 
daughter Patsy and requested the reply addressed to 
the young girl. 

Wilma still remembers the delight of the family the 
day the answer came. 

“Patsy got the mail the day Laura’s letter arrived,” 
Wilmarelated. “She was thrilled, and so were we!”"(See 
Laura’s letter in the accompanying box.) 

Later, in 1979, Wilma and her husband Fred took a 
side trip to Laura’s farm during a trip out west. She 
was impressed with how everything remained as 
Laura had left it. The home is a museum now, with a 
gift shop where Laura’s books, including those pub- 
lished after her death in 1957, are available for pur- 
chase.

In an effort to inform the public on new regula- 
tions for snowmobilers riding state-owned trails, 
the Michigan Department of Natural Resources has 
contracted with the West Michigan Tourist Asso- 
ciation to distribute and sell snowmobile permits in 
west Michigan. 

New regulations stipulate that all snowmobilers 
riding on DNR trails must have a permit displayed 
on the windshield of their snowmobile. 
Snowmobilers may purchase these permits for $10 
each through WMTA, Michigan’s Sunrise Side 


Knowing the requirements for purchase of hunt- 
ing licenses in the state where you plan to hunt can 
help avoid unnecessary delays or disappointment. 

To purchase a license to hunt in Michigan, any- 
one born on or after Jan. 1, 1960, must provide 
either proof of a previous Michigan hunting license 
or a Hunter Safety Certificate indicating comple- 
tion of a hunter safety course authorized by the 
Department of Natural Resources. 

Anyone who has lost either of these documents 
may fill out a “Previous Hunting License or Hunter 
Safety Certificate Affidavit” to purchase a license 
to hunt in Michigan. These affidavits are available 
wherever hunting and fishing licenses are sold 
statewide. 


Snowmobile permits now available 


Hunters — be informed to avoid delays

Hunters should be aware that the “Previous Hunt- 
ing License or Hunter Safety Certificate Affidavit” 
cannot be used to obtain a replacement Hunter 
Safety Certificate for purchase of licenses to hunt in 
other states. Not all other states require a Hunter 
Safety Certificate; check requirements of the state 
where you plan to hunt before you leave Michigan. 


If you plan to purchase a license to hunt in a state 
that requires a Hunter Safety Certificate, and you 
have lost you certificate, contact the Department of 
Natural Resources, Law Enforcement Division, 
Box 30028, Lansing, MI 48909.

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School goals: targeting continuous district improvement

Goals — past, present and future — were the focus of the 
Oct. 17 meeting of the East Jordan School Board. 

District superintendent Chip Hansen reviewed the 48 
goals developed in the years since the board began long- 
range planning in 1989. He noted that goals have be- 
come more general, with broader scope as district goal 
achievement improves. 

Comparing 1989 and 1994 goals, Hansen also pointed 
out only five this year to 15 goals in 1989. The list of 
goals, he noted “represents district growth.” 

Hansen, in introducing the district annual report, 
noted that 28 of the 48 goals are reflected. 

“There’s a real connection,” he said, between the 
report and the accomplishment of those five years worth 
of goals. 

Goal setting, Hansen continued, has helped the dis- 
trict develop a central focus and systematic, continual 
improvement process. 

On target financially 

The board also heard a report, by accountant Jim 
Cusenza, of the Petoskey firm of Hill & Schroderus, on 
the 1993-94 fiscal year audit. Cusenza explained that 
although district revenue went down when the state 
stopped reimbursing FICA payments last year, revenues 
increased after the SEV freeze was withdrawn. 

“The override (of the Headlee Amendment in Sept. 
1993) kept Headlee from mitigating the SEV increase,” 
he said. 

“Without the override we wouldn’t have had a posi- 
tive financial statement,” Hansen interjected. “It can’t 
be overstated how important the override was.” 

Expenditures only rose three percent and the district 
continues to increase the fund balance. Cusenza said 
both developments were positive, although he would be 
more comfortable with a higher fund balance. The 
present $125,000 would carry the district budget for 
only one week. 

Other information Cusenza noted: 

+ Sports revenues were down to $27,000 last year from 
$36,000 the prior year, but not hosting the regional 
basketball tournaments accounted for the difference. 

* The debt retirement fund is in good shape.
